The drawings submitted on 4/11/2005 were received and are considered acceptable. 

Claims 29, 33, 36, 38, 40 and 41 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description. 
One of ordinary art would not associate a data structure with a database using Applicant's semantic argument. No support exists in the 
specification for a data structure as understood by one of ordinary skill in the art. 

Claims 29, 33, 36, 38, 40 and 41 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. Applicant has not clearly specified the location 
of the "data structure" in question. 

Claims 29, 33, 36, 38, 40 and 41 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as directed to non-statutory subject matter. One of ordinary skill in 
the art would interpret a data structure as being software, per se, which is not tangibly embodied on a computer readable storage 
medium. 

Applicant's amendments would require further search and consideration for the change of scope involving the number of potentially 
available connections being detected at a server and the detection of multiple service level capabilities. 
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
